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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the previous restriction requirement have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new restriction requirement presented below. Upon 
further review of the pending claims, it has been determined claims 1, 10, 1 1, 20-24, 34-37, 41, 
42, 47, and 48 each represent an independent claim. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, 21, 35, 36, 40, 42-46 and 48, drawn to a columbarium (or process of 
using), classified in class 52. 

II. Claims 1 1-20, 24-34, 37-39, 41, and 47, drawn to a device (or process of using), 
classified in class 27. 

III. Claim 22, drawn to a method of making the device (urn), classified in 144. 

IV. Claim 23, drawn to a method of making the columbarium/facility, classified in 
class 52. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
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claimed. For example, combination claim 1 only recites an urn enclosing a predetermined 
volume, while subcombination claim 1 1 recites an urn comprising a first wooden portion 
defining the remains cavity and a vented lid. The subcombination has separate utility such as a 
stand-alone urn. 

4. Inventions III and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions, the process of making the device (urn) and the columbarium/facility product are 
unrelated as they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects. 

5. Inventions IV and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as core drilling 
niches in selected blocks as opposed to arranging the blocks to create niches. 

6. Inventions III and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as placing the 
remains in the container after the lid has been sealed by breaking the seal and then resealing. 
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7. Inventions IV and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions, the process of making the columbarium/facility and the device (urn) product are 
unrelated as they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects. 

8. Inventions IV and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions, the process of making the columbarium/facility and the process of making the device 
(urn) are unrelated as they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different 
effects. 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Further, because these inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given above and the search required for Invention IV is not required for Invention I, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
